Members  were  saddened  to  learn  of  the  passing  on 
June  2  of  long-time  member  Ray  Stehr.  Ray  was  one  of

went  on  to  many  administrative  positions  with  the  Club. 
Ray  was  also  the  managing  director  of  John  Cawsey  &. 

He  will  be 
sadly  missed  by  us  all.

The  award  will  be  permanently  on 
display  in  the  Sportsman's  Room  and  the  recipient  will 
each  year  receive  a  replica  at  a  Club  dinner. 

Club  member  and  executive  director  of  the  NSW 
Cricket  Association,  Bob  Radford,  has  generously  on 
behalf  of  his  association,  offered  the  Sheffield  Shield  to 
us  for  display  to  our  members,  although  the  date  has 
not  been  set  it  will  probably  be  in  October.  It  is  17  years 
since  the  Sheffield  Shield  has  been  in  New  South  Wales 
and  I  am  sure  members  will  be  interested  in  viewing 
this  trophy.  In  view  of  its  size  we  will  probably  exhibit 


it  in  the  First  Floor  Bar  following  a  cocktail  party.  More 
details  of  this  later.

The  committee  unanimously  approved  a 
recommendation  by  the  Tattersall's  Club  Bowling  Club

Porter  with  honorary  life  membership  of  the  Club.  I  was 
pleased  to  present  it  to  him  on  behalf  of  the  committee 
and  members  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  bowling  club 
in  May.  "Fuzz"  Porter  was  a  member  of  the  bowling 
club  for  twenty  years  and  was  its  president  for  17  years. 
It  was  during  his  long  career,  particularly  at  Sydney 
Hospital,  he  became  well  known  as  one  of  Australia's 
leading  gynaecologists.

TattersalPs  Club  —  founded 

one  hundred  and  twenty-five  years  ago  . . . 

It  all  began  in  a  Pitt  Street  hotel  called  Mayor’s  Inn,  owned  by  William  John  O’Brien.  The  pub’s 
Tin  Bar  was  the  meeting  place  for  all  the  sportsmen  of  Sydney  and  country  visitors  who  came  to  town 
for  the  horse  racing.  Inspired  by  his  patrons,  O’Brien  soon  changed  the  hotel’s  name  to  Tattersall’s, 
after  the  late  Englishman  Richard  Tattersall,  who  had  run  a  famous  horse  market  and  racing 
subscription  room  near  Hyde  Park  corner. 

In  1858  a  group  of  men  met  at  the  hotel  to  establish  Tattersall’s  Club.  A  report  in  the  sporting  and 
arts  journal  Bell’s  Life  in  Sydney  was  full  of  praise  for  the  new  club:  “A  recognised  establishment  of 
this  kind  is  one  of  the  most  effectual  aids  towards  preserving  that  integrity  and  good  faith  between 
man  and  man,  departures  from  which  occasionally,  though  we  rejoice  to  add,  in  this  colony,  rarely 
occur.  The  support  which  these  Subscription  Rooms  have  received  from  patrons  of  the  Turf  in  all 
quarters,  including  the  great  Tattersall’s  of  the  British  Empire  capital,  is  a  matter  of  history”. 

The  Club’s  first  race  meeting  was  at  Randwick  on  January  3,  1865,  and  its  second  a  year  later. 
Both  were  a  great  success  and  the  membership  grew  quickly  from  the  original  40  men. 

In  the  1870s  O’Brien  sold  the  hotel  to  George  Adams,  a  publican  and  grazier,  who  went  on  to 
extend  it  and  the  Tattersall’s  sweeps.  For  years  Adams  fought  with  State  and  Federal  Governments 
over  the  legality  of  his  racing  sweepstakes.  When  he  died  in  1904  he  surprised  all  the  beneficiaries  of 
his  will  by  leaving  detailed  instructions  for,  among  other  things,  the  continuation  of  the  very  rich 
sweeps. 

Meanwhile  though,  the  members  of  Tattersall’s  Club  decided  that  it  needed  a  home  of  its  own.  In 
1890  they  bought  a  piece  of  land  in  Pitt  Street  and  built  an  elegant  building  which  has  just  recently 
been  bought  by  City  Tattersall’s  Club  for  extensions  to  its  own  clubhouse. 

Frank  Wilkinson  remarked  in  his  notes  of  1922  that  ‘‘It  was  a  proud  day  for  the  chairman  (Mr  J.B. 
Oliffe)  and  the  committee  when  they  entered  into  possession  of  their  splendid  new  premises.  Thus,  in 
the  course  of  a  little  over  50  years,  the  Club,  which  made  such  an  unpretentious  start  in  1858,  had 
grown  into  the  leading  institution  of  the  kind  in  Australia,  and  possessed  of  the  finest  premises  in  the 
world”. 

Tattersall’s  moved  to  its  present  premises  in  1927.  The  “new”  building  is  almost  unchanged  since 
the  day  it  was  built.  It  runs  in  a  narrow  L-shape  from  Elizabeth  to  Castlereagh  Street,  between  Park 
and  Market  Streets.  The  last  annual  report  values  the  land  and  buildings  at  $4  million.  The  Club  owns 
it  outright.
